CITY SOLICITOR'S REPORT 


Portsmouth. N. H., Dec. 30, 1905. 


To Uie City Council: — 


In accordance with Section 3, Chap- 


ter 5 of the Compiled Ordinances the 
annual report from the office of the 
City Solicitor js submitted. 


In 1902 the City Solicitor"^ as au- 


thorized by the board of Mayor and 
Aldermen to begin legal action against 
many delinquent tax payers. In ac- 
cordance with that authority quite- a 
number of suits were brought against 
these delinquents which resulted in 
causing many of them to pay their 
taxes. 
The present Solicitor found 


several of these cases still unsettled 
and endeavored to adjust them. The 
sickness of the Judge however, pre- 
vented a final marking of these cases 
at the October term. 


The case of Sarah Guss against the 


City brought in 1904 has been marked 
'•judgment for the plaintiff upon the 
County Commissioner's report" and 
gone off the Docket.

cock Street. 


The case of Andrew Sherburne et 


al against (he City brought in 1903 
has been marked "not to be brought 
forward" and gone off the 
Docket. 


This action was a bill in equity ask- 
ing for ah injunction to restrain the 
City from building a baseball Park at 
the Plain*. As no practical 
benefit 


could come at this time to either par- 
y from further litigation the case was 
marked as above.

How to Make a 


Moccasin 


Tb*r« la nothing better for wear- 


lac about the house, or when ia 
camp or In a canoe, than an Indian 
moccaata. aay* Teppan Adney In Re- 
creation Magazine. There are various 
klada of moccasins, however, aome 
of which especially Uioee ao hand- 
somely ornamented with beadwork. 
that I think rather unsuitable for 
rouch wear: while thoee made of 
soft buckskin and , moosehlde are 
auitable only for winter wear In coun- 
tries where the snow |a dry, or In 
placet where they do not get wet, aa 
they aoak up water like blotting pa- 
per. The Indiana of New Brunswick 
and Maine make a mocecsln for their 
own uae which is very serviceable 
and may be easily made by anyone 
who can uae a needle and thread 
and an awl. The material Is a stout, 
but not hard and stiff ordinary calf 
skin or cowhide. The Indians some- 
times make a very good pair out of 
the tops of a -pair "of old boots. A 
coarse sewing 'or shoemaker's needle, 
some waxed shoemaker's thread, and 
a slender awl are needed. 


The Indian does not use such a 


thing as a "last," but cuts out the 
leather and Judges its shape by the 
eye. 
The squaw—for It Is the wo- 


men usually who make the mocca- 
sins—takes the leather and places it 


la a pan of water to soak. The leath- 
er must be large enough to cut out 
two pieces shaped as In Fig. 1, for 
moccasin. The larger piece must be 
as long as the foot to be covered, 
and there should be at least two 
Inches to spare besides. She takes a 
string and measures around the ball 
of the foot. The smaller piece will 
be exactly the same shape as the 
other, one-halt as long, and some- 
what less than a third of the dis- 


tance around the foot; the two 
pieces edge to edge must be exactly 
the distance. In order not to spoil a 
good piece of leather, it might be 
well the first time to make a paper 
pattern to cut the leather by. The 
large and the, small piece are then 
placed edge to edge and sewn to- 
gether as shown In Fig. 1. 


The holes are made with the awl. 


About three stitches, as indicated, 
will bring one to the curves and it is 
here that a little Judgment is re- 
quired. The distance along the curve 
of the sole piece being at least twice 
us long as that of the other, It must 
be "crimped," about every quarter 
of an inch. This is done by taking 
each stitch in the sole about twice 
the length of the corresponding 
titltch in the top piece, or "tongue," 
as shown in Fig. 2. 
If the crimps 


have been taken right the two sides 


will have the same number of crimps 
in them, and the final fastening will 
1>e exactly opposite the place of be- 
ginning. When the moccasin has been 
completed to this point it is placed 
upon a flat stone or board, and the 
sewing carefully pounded flat. The 
future wearer then puts his foot into 
it, the back part is brought around 
behind the heel, and the edges of the 
leather notched with a knife. Then 
the moccasin Is taken off and the 
spare leather If any, Is cut off by a 
straight square cut (Fig. 4) and 
then while the edges are still to- 
gether another little slit is made 
(Fig. 4), to fit the round of the heel; 
but this is not cut through; there is 
loft a little two-pointed "sail." ' The 
scam is then sewed up by an ovor- 
nnd over-stitch, which Is also pound- 
ed fiat, when the moccasin Is ready 
for the strings. 


Four double silts are cut along 


each side, and another in the middle 
of the tongue piece, as shown in Fig. 
5, and a leather string is run 
through, the ends crossing under tho 
slit IB the tongue, and carried over 
to opposite sides and passed either 


There are »o "HchU" and "lafta." 


a* the Moccaatn after aome wearlaf 
take* the fora of the foot. A tan 
leather makes the nicest looking 
moeeaata. 


The lumbermen la many place* 


uae a moc«a«ln made this shape out 
of oil-tanned leather which 1« nearly 


water proof. 
Sometimes a leather 


top la sewn around the upper edge, 
the lacing firing la dispensed with, 
and the result is a "shoe-pack."laced 
like a common shoe. But this is a 
"civilized" white man's contrivance, 
and cot an Indian's. The Indians of 
Canada will take a moosehide moc- 
casin wade this way, sew a top four 
Inches wide on. and fold the top 
around the ankle and lash it In place 
with a string which passe* over the 


tongue of the moccasin and through 
two little loops at each side at the 
point where in our diagrams the 
final sewing is done. This is their 
snowshoe moccasin: but the mocca- 
sin here described, if made large 
enough for several pairs of heavy 
socks, is also used in winter for the 
same purpose. 


Game of Organ Builder. 


This is a really interesting game 


much played by German children 


First the players choose one of 


their number to be the Organ Build- 
er. He goes around among tho rest 
and places them in a straight row. 
Each player must hold out both his 
or her hands folded in front of him 
and the organ builder goes along the 
row, 
sajing: 
"These are good or- 


gan pipes." 
Then he taps each 


pla.\er's hands lightly with a thin 
stick, and 
the 
player 
whom he 


touches must give forth a long, sus- 
tained sound to represent a tone of 
the pipe. 


If the tone does not suit the Organ 


Builder, he may demand an improve- 
ment, but only once, and the players 
must obey. 


After ho has heard a sound from 


each "organ pipe," he retires long 
enough to be blindfolded. While he 
is away all the "organ pipes" change 
places. 


When 
he 
returns, 
the 
Organ 


Builder says; 


"Alas how will my organ be, now 


I am blind and cannot see?" 


He reaches out with his stick and 


taps the outstretched hands of one 
of the players. The one who Is struck 
must Immediately utter the same 
sound as he or she did the first time, 
and the Organ Builder may demand 
that it be repeated three times. 


Then he must pay: 
"Ah, this pipe is—" naming the 


player who he thinks it is. 


If he has not guessed correctly, all 


the players danro around him and 
sing: 
"What a builder have we here? 
What a wretched, wretched ear. 
Though the pipes sound out so 


clear!" 


Then they all change places again 


and the Organ Builder must try the 
next "pipe." 


If, however, he guesses correctly, 


the players sing: 
"Though the master have no sight, 


He can tell his pipes aright! 
See your organ with delight!" 


And they pull the bandage from his 
eyes. The "pipe" whose name has 
been guessed must take his place. 


OMIIIO of Initials. 


A good game for you to play Is 


this: Distribute paper and pencils 
among the boys and girls, one for 
each, and tell them to write down at 
the head of their sheets of paper 
their own initials, each one to write 
down his own initials only. 


Then read 
aloud 
tho folloylng 


questions for them to write down In 
the order that you give them. 


These questions they must answer 


with words beginning with the in- 
itials. 


After the questions have all been 


answered, or 
after "time is up" 


gather all the papers and read the 
answers aloud.

The European prac- 
tice is to keep repairing all the time. 
If an 
inch of pavement become* 


fractured or in any way out of r*« 
pair. It Is remedied at once.—Good 
Roads Magazine. 


Cost of Road Improvement. 


In the improvement of a road with 


the average amount of grading with 
no unusual or extraordinary condi- 
tions to be constructed, the coat at 
the necessary grading to secure pro- 
per drainage as estimated per mtlo 
In New York State varies from f 80* 
to $2,000. The cost of concrete and 
masonry In culverts, small bridge 
abutments, retaining walls, etc., and 
paving for gutters, etc., varies from 
$500 to $1,000. The cost of wooden 
guard railings, ditch crossings, ua- 
derd rains and other small accessories 
is about $200 to $500. 


The above items are essential ia 


any proper Improvement of the aver- 
age New York State county road; 
and when completed constitute a* 
improved earth surface road. 


Crushed! Stones for Roads. 


In our trip through Ohio, says A 


writer in Indiana Farmer, we fre- 
quently noticed long piles of lime- 
stone in irregular sized blocks along 
the road sido. They were gathered 
on the hill sides and hauled thero 
by the farmers, to be crushed for'rs- 
palrlng the roads. After th« thrash- 
ing is finished the traction engine* 
are hired to run the crushers, and. 
these long piles of stone are sooa 
put In shape to keep up the fine 
roads that are so common through- 
out the Miami valley. Prof. Blatcn- 
Icy, State Geologist, says: "My expe- 
rience has been that, In the long run, 
the crushed stone road, If properly 
made, is far superior to the gravel 
road. The stone road wears down 
more evenly, and will outlast the 
best of gravel roada. That is, al- 
ways, of course, if the stone road fa 
properly made. 


"In the first place, the roadbed 


•hauld be ten inches deep. The lower 
six inches should be of the larger 
atones, though these should be of a 
size that would pass through a two- 
Inch screen. 
The upper four inches 


should be smaller stone, that whfch 
will pass through an inch or an* Ipen 
and a half screen. This shouH^rbe 
packed with a steam roller, and with 
proper drainage at the side this will 
make an excellent road. If good rock 
is available, that Is, within hauling 
distance, the cost will be about 
$2.000 a mile." 


AVh.it Ashes Are Worth. 


Wood ashes not only contains pot- 


ash, but serve to loosen stiff soils 
and perform valuable service aa a 
chemical reagent. This is due to the 
large proportion of lime contained in 
the ashes—about 35 per cenL-^^- 
which is In the best form in which it 
can be used. About 120 pounds of 
potash is the proportion in a toa of 
wood ashes, while 700 pounds of 
lime accompanies it. These propor- 
tions may be more or less, according 
to the kind of wood from which the 
ashes are obtained Ashes are worth 
only $6 per ton, according to .the 
above proportions, so far as the act- 
ual potash Is concerned, though the 
lime and other substances contained 
possess value, the phosphoric acid 
ranging from 3 to 5 per cent,—In- 
diana Farmer.
